Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
has told Premier Menahem Begin 
that he is neither interested In 
resuming the stalled autonomy 
negotiations at this stage nor in con- 
tinuing Ms exchange of letters with 
the prime minister, a reliable 
source disclosed lost night. 

Sadat maintained Ms position 
that the autonomy talks he suspend- 
ed four -weeks ago will remain 
suspended unless the current 
deadlock is broken at the tripartite 
summit, which he baa proposed 
convening after the U.S. presiden- 
■Ual elections. 

Sadat’s adamant refusal to recon- 
sider Ms boycott of the current 
peace deliberations was made 
clear in a brief letter he sent Begin 
on Friday. The letter was delivered 
by Egyptian Ambassador Sa’ad 
Mortada to Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

Earlier an Friday, Begin con- 
ferred with Israel’s ambassador to 
Cairo. Eliahu Ben-El isaar, who had 
Come home to report on a lengthy 
meeting he had with Sadat last 
week. 

Many of the points Ben-Elissar 
conveyed were underlined in 
Sadat’s letter to Begin. 

The Egyptian leader left no doubt 
that he Intended the letter — the 
third in an exchange he initiated on 
August 3 — to be the last, saying 
that his correspondence with the 
prime minister was leading 
nowhere. Compared with Sadat's 
two previous messages, to which 
Begin responded with two equally 
lengthy replies, the last letter was a 
short one. 

The bottom line of the letter was 
Sadat's Mnt that Begin should not 
expect to avoid “the historic In- 
evitability' 1 of an agreement on the 
proposed autonomy for the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, despite 


the premier’s Insistence on Israel's 
right to sovereignty over East 
Jerusalem and to the establishment 
of Jewish settlements in tbe 
territories. 

Sadat wrote that he had Initiated 
the recent correspondence with 
Begin not to stir up any “rhetorical 
or polemical exchange 1 ' but rather 
to explore the possibility of forging 
a common basis for negotiations. 

Indicating his disappointment, 
Sadat said: “Having gone that far 
in the exchange of letters and 
views, I think it is neither 
necessary nor helpful to go further 
in arguing for one position or the 
other." 

"Given the present cir- 
cumstances,” Sadat added, “I still 
believe that our common Interest 
will be better served by a summit . 
conference at the proper Ume. Let 
us thus look forward to a 
meaningful and fruitful meeting.' ' 

Sadat's message expressing his 
determination to keep the dialogue 
frozen until after the presidential 
elections came on the eve of the 
arrival in the region of American 
Middle East envoy, Sol Linowltz, 
whose mission Is to get tbe 
autonomy negotiations moving 
'again. 

Linowltz is due In Jerusalem this 
afternoon from Lisbon, where he 
stopped overnight on his way from 
Washington. He is scheduled to go 
on to Egypt for talks with Sadat.

CAIRO. — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hasson Ah yester- 
day claimed that Israel had 
belayed private assurances given 
■ to Egypt and the U.S. that ft would 
defer Indefinitely any claim to 
sovereignty over East Jerusalem. 

In a report to a joint session of 
parliament's foreign relations, 
Arab affairs and national security 
committees, All said that these 
assurances had been made at a 
meeting of Israeli and U.S. 
autonomy negotiators in 
WasMngton in early July. Tbe 
meeting took place just before tbe 
Knesset vote on the Jerusalem Bill. 

The report accused Interior 
Minister and chief autonomy 
negotiator Yosef Burg of breaking 
specific verbal pledges made dur- 
ing the Washington talks. 

According to All, Burg had under- 
taken to work against MK Geula 
Cohen's attempts to wreck the 
peace treaty by pushing the 
Jerusalem Bill through the 


Knesset. He also allegedly promis- 
ed to fulfill all of Egypt's long- 
standing demands — to declare a 
moratorium on settlement activity, 
to reinstate the deported West Bank 
mayors and to look Into Egypt's 
request that Israel release at least 
of the Arab-peHtfcm! detainees - 

from Israeli jails. 

The first draft of the report went 
even further and accused President 
Jimmy Carter by name of reneging 
on a promise to withdraw the U.S. 
negotiating team and back Egyp- 
tian claims of Israeli obstruction, if 
Israel went abead with the 
Jerusalem legislation.

Three families living In houses 
ladjacent to Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin 'a recently com- 
pleted offices in East Jerusalem 
were served with eviction orders by 
the Israel Lands Administration on 
Friday. 

Members of the families said 
yesterday that an unidentified of- 
ficial handed them the orders, 
which demand that they vacate the 
houses Immediately. They vowed to 
resist eviction. 

The orders were Issued on the 
bads of a government expropria- 
tion order for the land issued on 
January 11, 1868. “No further war- 
nings will be provided and the 
government will employ all legal 
procedures at Its disposal,” the 
orders stipulate. 

. The three houses, each tm plots of 
about a dunam planted with fruit 
trees and vines, are sandwiched 
between the new prime minister's 
building and a yet to be completed 
office block further south. 

■Some 25 people live in the three 
buildings, two of which belong to 
the Abu Ta’a family and one to 
Rafik Nabulsl. One of the proper- 


ties is registered In the name of 
Ibrahim Abu Ta'a. a resident of 
Sfiver Spring, Maryland, outside of 
Washington. D.C. 

Alsha Abu Ta'a, the elderly 
matriarch of the family, a&ld that 
one family has lived In the bouses 
since moving from Lifts, at one en- 
trance to Jerusalem, after the 1848 
war. Gesturing towards the stone 
office block in the background, she 
said: “First they took the land for 
that, now they want to take my 
house. I won't leave even If the 
house comes down around my 
head." 

N&bulsl, who also rejected the 
eviction order, said that the 
families had refused offers of com- 
pensation. They are now consulting 
lawyers to contest the orders. 

A spokesman for the Israel Lands 
Administration said last night that 
he was not aware that eviction 
orders had been served on the 
families. 

Prime Minister Begin has 
already visited tbe building, which 
forms part of a new government 
complex together with police 
national headquarters. No definite 
date has yet been divulged for his 
Intended move. 


GDANSK. — The Polish 
government and the Joint strike 
committee at the Lenin 
shipyards yesterday signed two 
landmark agreements on union 
rights that could end the 17-day 
nationwide strike by nearly 
200,000 workers as soon as 
tomorrow. 

The central committee of the 
ruling Communist Party In 
Warsaw endorsed the strikers' 
demands for independent trade 
unions and the right to strike. 

A brief announcement said the 
committee bad approved reports 
from government negotiators at the 
Baltic ports of Gdansk and 
Szczecin, who had earlier Initialled 
agreements with the strikers to set 
up the first Independent trade un- 
ions in the Soviet bloc. 

The strikes had crippled Poland's 
economy, brought down the govern- 
ment of Premier Edward Babiuch 
and weakened Communist Party 
leader Edward Gierek'a bold on tbe 
nation’s top Job. 

Government officials said the 
new union agreement “was entirely 
new to the socialist state." which 
has previously kept all union activi- 
ty under tight Communist Party 
control. The agreement signed at 
Szczecin Included a provision that 
the new union would have, 
however, “a socialist character in 
line with the constitution.” 
Settlement of the strikes at 
Gdansk and at Szczecin, where a 
deal also was announced yesterday, 
would return to work only about 
half of the more than 150,000 
workers taking part in the walkout. 

Formal and final acceptance of 
the two agreements by the ruling 
Communist Party came six hours 
later, during a meeting of the 140- 
man Central Committee. 

Szczecin radio, monitored by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
said later that work had already 
resumed in the port's bulk cargo 
loading and unloading section. 

Workers were already wondering 
how soon they could conclude talks 
with tha government on their other 
19 demands. 

“The highest authority In the 
country, the Communist Party, will 
guarantee this agreement." said 
the chief government negotiator, 
first deputy premier Mleczyslaw ' 
JagielskL

WleghraJ Leszczynald, a motor 
mechanic who has worked at the 
shipyards for 31 years and has a 
basic wage of about JIM pvr month, 
said he hoped a union which truly 
represented him would Improve Ms 
living conditions. 

“I have worked for SI years and X 
have no car and X have no nice 
apartment." he said. “I visited my 
sister In West Berlin last year and I 
could see the difference between 
what the West has and what we do 
not have — we need a union to get 
us increases." 

Tbe agreements on unions signed 
by the government and the strike 
committee said that “new, self- 
governing trade unions" would 
have complete rights to represent 
Polish workers but no rights to

TEL AVIV. — The police will arrest 
more suspects this week Jn their In- 
vestigation of alleged corruption at 
the Ministry of Religious Affairs, 
a senior police source told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira is a main suspect in 
the case. 

On Friday morning, the 
Magistrates Court here ordered 
contractor and discoteque owner 
Shmuel Hugi, of Ramie, remanded 
into 10 days custody on suspicion of 
evading VAT. The magistrate 
'refused to remand Hugl's brother, 
Latif, on the grounds that police 
had not submitted sufficient 
evidence for his detention. 

The detention requests were 
made by customs Investigators, but 
the arresting officers also Included 
police fraud department men and it 
was learned that, although the 
judge ordered Shmuel Hugi 
remanded on suspicion of tax eva- 
sion alone, the police suspected the 
two brothers of also being involved 


in the investigation of Abuhatzeira. 

Tbe police source yesterday said 
the Investigation Is now In “high 
gear" and that the police believe 
they have evidence which will lead 
to the Indictment of the main 
suspects in the case. 

The police have the signed state- 
ment of Abuhatzeira's cousin, 
Baruch Abuhatzeira, the former 
deputy mayor of Ashkelon. wMch 
allegedly Incriminates the minister 
in bribe-taking. 

Baruch Abuhatzeira is currently 
serving a three year sentence In 
Ramie prison for accepting a bribe 
during his term as deputy mayor 
three years ago. 

In addition, tbe police In- 
vestigators have statements from 
other people concerning suspicions 
of vote-buying in the 1974 Ramie 
mayoral elections, which was won 
by Aharon Abuhatzeira. 

The police fraud department, 
beaded by Tat-Nltzav Bin y ami n 
Zegal, is also Investigating 
allegations that millions of shekels 
were given to non-existent yeshlvot 
(Gmtfimed on page t, roL 4) 


The coming school year, which 
starts tomorrow, may face a 
renewal of the labour strife wMch 
during the past two years has shut 
down the country's schools for 
prolonged periods of time. 

As the two teachers unions see it, 
two years of Intermittent and often 
bitter labour struggle have so far 
failed to substantially alter the 
teacher's lowly economic and 
social position. 

“It’s only a question of when tbe 
strike will break out.” one 
Jerusalem secondary school head- 
master told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

A qualified high school teacher 
with 20 years teaching experience 
and a BA degree earns IL20.000- 
TL22.000 a month. This makes him 
one of this country's most highly 
trained but worst paid 
professionals, and makes un- 
derstandable the protracted 
struggle wMch last year aaw the 
embittered teachers shut down the 
high schools in wildcat strikes In 
defiance of a labour court order and 
union appeals. 

Many teachers are certain the 
dispute will dominate the school 
year. Their eyes are riveted on the 
joint ministry-teachers committee 


set up last spring to lay down 
guidelines for the Implementation 
of the Etzlonl Commission 
recommendations of December 
1979. The joint committee was to 
have submitted its conclusions to. 
the cabinet this month. 

But In July. Education Ministry 
spokesmen referred to "problems" 
and to a "postponement" until Oc- 
tober. Last week, Education 
Ministry Director-General EUezer 
Shmuell promised that the com- 
mittee’s conclusions would reach 
the cabinet "at the end of 
December." 

Tbe teachers and their unions 
have over the past two years grown 
Increasingly impatient with what 
conjBlder the government's 
stalling tactics. The commission 
beaded by Justice Moshe Etzlonl 
was set up in January 1979, at the 

end of a three-month-long teachers’ 
strike to investigate teachers' 
working conditions, status and pay. 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association had agreed to return to 
work in December 1978 after 
receiving the "peraonal 
assurances" of Education Minister

China’s parliament opens historic meeting 

Mao’s policies under final assault 
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PEKING. — China's parliament 
opened the most Important meeting 
In Its history yesterday, Its major 
task to begin a new “leadership 
revolution" by* approving govern- 
ment successors for the country's 
two most powerful men, Hua 
Guofcng and Deng Xiaoping. 

More than 3,000 delegates atten- 
ding the two-week National 
People's Congress also will adopt 
laws and policies setting China 
firmly on a course towards 
economic modernization and closer 
‘contacts with the West during the 
1930$. 

A special committee will begin 
revising the constitution In an- 
ticipation of sweeping economic 
and political changes % the ruling 
Communist Party later this year. 

The most notable "absentee" as 
delegates began their work in the 


mammoth Great Hall of the People 
was the father of Modern Com- 
munist China, the late Mao Tse- 
tung. 

Before the congress convened, 
the government stripped Mao's por- 
traits from the hall — Inside and out 
— in a deliberate policy to 
downgrade the memory of a man 
once revered as a near-God in the- 
world's most populous nation. 

Mao'e lingering policies ' also 
come under a final assault at the 
congress which, by the policies It 
will rubberstamp, will confirm Vice 
Premier Deng Xiaoping as the 
country's most powerful figure and 
further undercut the standing Of 
Hua.

tion, confirmed that Hua would 
resign as premier during the ses- 
sion, probably to be succeeded by 
Deng's protege, 2hao Hyang, 81, a 
daring and pragmatic economic 
planner. 

Hua, once an ardent and hardline 
Mao supp&rter, was reported to 
have resisted for a time Deng’S ef- 
forts to oust him as premier and 
replace him with Zhao as part of a 
major "leadership revolution" to 
give China a younger and fresher 
“collective” set of rulers for the 
rest of this century. 

Deng himself will also resign dur- 
ing the congress and may be Joined 
by As many as half of the 18 current 
but elderly vice premiers As part of 
the same major leadership 
shakcup.

Haddad accuses UN of 
‘spying’ in S. Lebanon

METULLA- — South Lebanese 
militia commander Sa’ad Haddad 
announced over the weekend that 
UN observers stationed in the area 
will from now on be allowed to send 
supply and relief convoys to their 
units only once a week- 

Haddad attributed this measure 
to a series of incidents In which the 
observers supplied secret informa- 
tion on goings on in South Lebanon 
to the UN- command, to the PLO, 
and to their own countries. 

A senior official at UN head- 
quarters last night denied Haddad’s 
allegations, calling them “a libel." 
The UN forces, the official said, do 
not engage in espionage. 

The observers, part of the UN 
Truce Supervision Organization at- 
tachment, have five posts in Had- 
dad's territory, with three men 
stationed in each one. 

To support his allegations, Had- 
dad showed reporters a number of 
documents and reports forwarded 
to the UN observers by their com- 
mand posts. In the papers, the 
observers are asked to report on the 
location of Haddad’s positions in 
South Lebanon, of 'artillery 
batteries, Israeli army movements 
In the area and on the mood of 
civilians. 

One of the documents displayed 
by Haddad gave two observers. 
Major Lindraan and Major 
Waldron, an order to report on 
militia and IDF movements in 
South Lebanon, and on Israeli 
positions and arms near El-Hlam. 
In another document, the two ma- 
jors reported that on August 19, 
1980. Beaufort Castle was shelled 


heavily for 12-15 hours, and includ- 
ed a description of the population’s 
mood afterwards. They also 
reported that asphalt roads in the 
area had been damaged by tracked 
vehicles. 

The officers, in their report, con- 
cluded that more shelling by Had- 
dad and by Israel, including air at- 
tacks on known dr suspected PLO 
bases, was to be expected. 

The next day. the same two UN 
observers were asked to .estimate 
the damage and general effect of 
the bombardment on the South 
Lebanese civilian populace. 

"Why do they want to harm us 
and spy on us? I trusted them, but 
they did not honour it," Haddad 
said. 

Haddad added that, a few days 
ago. UNTSO headquarters asked 
him to allow an American observer 
to take up position in Marjayoun. 
"Only now it is clear,” he said. 

‘ “that their purpose in installing an 
A meriavn observer was so that the 
Israelis and we would not harm him 
if we found out what was going on." 

Because of the UN observers’ ac- 
tivities, Haddad announced that 
they would henceforth be allowed to 
move from their stations only on 
Mondays. “Any observer who 
breaks the rule," Haddad warned, 
"and is found moving through our 
area on any other day, will be 
arrested." 

Haddad added that French 
UNTFTL soldiers stationed near the 
UN command In Nakura have 
recently set up tank and armoured 
vehicle positions around the head- 
quarters. which serves as the UN 
logistic centre.

1 on the coast of the Gaza Strip to 
near M&ssada on the Dead Sea. and 
featuring an SO-km-long tunnel, 

I would be economically unfeasible. 

It Is understood that both 
Sheshinsky and the other 
I economist on the steering com- 
mittee. Prof. Ze’ev Hlrsch, are ob- 
jecting to the forwarding of a 
favourable report to the govern- 


ment without having the full com- 
mittee convened to approve that 
recommendation. 

The cabinet last week approved 
the project in principle on the 
strength of those recommen- 
dations. Most objections to the pro- 
ject to date have centred around the 
political problem of obtaining Jor- 
danian acquiescence, in view of its 
effect on the level of the Dead Sea, 
which is held jointly by Jordan and 
Israel, and its impact on Jordan’s 
potash works at the southern end of 
the sea. 

But leading economists are also 
questioning the economic feasibili- 
ty of the project, which ia slated to 
cost 8700m. Even at that level of in- 
vestment the most optimistic pro- 
jections speak of marginal 
economic feasibility. But many 
economists are predicting that the 
project may well cost 50 per cent 
more, which would render It 
economically not feasible.

Mashrawi claims in his letter that 
the crime wave In Tel Aviv and es- 
pecially Jaffa has made Innocent 
residents afraid to leave their 
homes at night. Jaffa Is, in effect, 
under curfew, due to the terror im- 
posed by criminals. 

Tel Aviv police district assistant 
spokesman Pakad Siva Agami did 
not comment on these charges^. But 
unofficial -police sources said that 
the rate' of crime in Tel Aviv and 
Jaffa has risen steeply during the 
past year, while the police force has 
not been strengthened at all.. 

According to Mashrawi, the 
police have not employed even one 
informer during the past few 
months. Only one intelligence of- • 
Seer, who is known to all criminals, 
goes round Jaffa on a motorbike 
and no one cooperates with him. 

Mashrawi told The Jerusalem 
Poet yesterday that, in his es- 
timate. some 500 business owners in 


Jaffa are paying extortion money to 
criminals. No one complains to the 
police because they know that they 
will get no help, he said. 

“The Tel Aviv area will soon 
become- a bell for -residents if the 
police don't wake up and improve 
their function In a drastic way. 
Please , do something to save the 
residents," Mashrawi ends his 
letter.

Hammer: Bad time for moving 
PM’s office to East J’lem 


TEL AVIV (Itlm). — Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer said 
Friday that now is not an ap- 
propriate time to transfer the 
Prime Minister’s Office to East 
Jerusalem. Hammer, in an inter- 
view with Galei ZafaaL added that 
he has expressed this opinion 
privately to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

He stressed Israel’s right to 
locate the Prime Minister’s Office 
anywhere in Jerusalem, but added 
that politically now Is not the 
proper time for a transfer, nor Is It 
necessary or urgent. 

Likewise, Hammer noted that the 
time is currently inappropriate for 
legislating an extension of Israeli 
law to the Golan Heights, even 
though he supports such a move to 
principle. Before enacting, such a 
law all ita implications must be con- 
sidered, including those affecting 
toe peace agreements. 


As for toe Jerusalem Law, he felt 
that a majority of the nation and the 
parties support a united Jerusalem. 
Nevertheless, a lesson must be 
learned from this law and its reper- 
cussions. and the government must 
henceforth concentrate more on 
practical matters and less on sym- 
bolic Issues. 

“There is no need to say that toe 
world is against us. no matter what. 
Many nations will not support us to 
votes, but we must still support our 
friends and those nations now 
wavering. In other words, we must 
not create difficult situations. 
Therefore we must seriously con- 
sider what is important and what is 
trivial." 

Hammer also said that Prof. 
Moshe Arens Is the best candidate 
for the position of defence minister. 
The prime minister should not fill 
this post for an extended time 
because it demands constant, dally 
attention.

NEW DELHI (AP). — Afghanistan

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Conception preceded marriage in 
45 per cent of births to married 
couples under 29 years of age. ac- 
cording to figures released yester- 
day by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. Older mothers had a 
lower percentage of conceptions 
before marriage. 

University-educated women also 
had a lower rate of premarital con- 
ceptions (6 per cent) than women 
with a high school education or less 
(13 to 15 per cent). 

The bureau found that of the 23,- 
500 births in 1978, li per cent of the 
conceptions took place before 
marriage. This rates Israel behind 
Germany. Holland. Britain and : 
France in per capita conceptions 
out of wedlock. But Israel heads the 
list of premarital conceptions 
which lead to a wedding (84 per 
cent).

Moscow dissidents 
denounce latest trials 
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Congressman, 3 others guilty in bribe case 


MOSCOW. — Surviving members 
of Moscow's hard-pressed dissident 
community yesterday condemned 
the trials of human rights activists 
Clcb Yakunin and Tatyana 
Velikanova, saying that they had 
been sentenced for telling the truth. 

Father Yakunin, a Russian 
Orthodox priest, was sentenced on 
Thursday to five years in a strict* 
regime labour camp and five years 
in exile on a charge of anti-Soviet 
agitation. At a separate trial, 
Velikanova, a mathematician, was 
sentenced, on Friday to four years 
In a labour camp and five years in 
exile on the same charge. 

A statement signed by exiled 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Andrei 
Sakharov and l? other dissidents 
said the charges were false and the 
trials violated Soviet law and Inter- 
national conventions signed by the 
Soviet government. < 

Yakunin and Velikanova had 
been tried purely for telling tbe 

truth and helping people who were 
being persecuted by the authorities, 
their statement said. "The people 


responsible for these sentences 
have condemned first and foremost 
themselves." 

Velikanova, a veteran human 
rights activist, refused to take part 
in the trial and rejected her 
officially. appointed defence 
lawyer. A close friend of hers, 
Larissa Bogoraz said the accused 
woman's family had not been in- 
formed about the trial in advance 
and had been deprived of the right 
to find her a lawyer. 

In a separate statement, the 
Moscow "Helsinki" underground 
human rights monitoring group 
said the trials showed that the 
Soviet Union was more and more 
openly violating the 1975 Helsinki 
accords. "At a time of Increasing 
international tension, this position 
leads to the further drawing apart 
of East and West," the group said. 

In London, the British govern- 
ment expressed concern over the 
trials, and said the Soviet record on 
human rights should be scrutinized 
at the European security con- 
ference in Madrid this autumn.

The Communist Party daily 
Trybuna Ltidu, in an unusual move, 
named Huron and Mlchnlk In Its at- 
tack on dissident movements. 

The newspaper accused the dls-. 
sidents of "inflaming the internal 
situation and obstructing 
negotiations" with the Gdansk 
strikers. 

Trybuna Ludu said Kuron and 
Michnfk were well known for their 
"vociferous and arrogant anti- 


press or duplicated in foreign 
publications." 

The newspaper said Kuron and 
Michnik had sent their emissaries 
to many factories to exploit 
workers' grievances during the 
strikes. 

Dissidents said the latest deten- 
tion was that of Kazlmierz Janusz, 
a leader of the Council for Defence 
of Human and Civil Rights 
(ROPCO). 

ROPCO has attempted to fill the 
gap left by the detention of KOR 
members in providing Information 
on dissidents and the strikes. 

In Moscow, 10 Soviet dissidents 
including Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Andrei Sakharov yesterday ex- 
pressed sympathy for Poland's 
strikers, saying they had restored 
the honour of the working class. 

The statement said that by stick- 
ing to non-violent methods the 
Polish strikers were establishing 
the only possible basis for a future 
democratic development in Poland. 


Americans living in Mideast 
may get U.S. tax relief 


WASHINGTON CAP) — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's administra- 
tion wants to lift some of the tax 
burden on Americans living and 
working abroad, but only in places 
that the U.S. State Department 
designates as hardship areas. 

This Includes most of the Middle 
East and much of Africa and Asia; 
but not Western Europe,- Canada; ' 
Australia or Japan. 

The proposal will go to Congress 
in January, Marcia Field of the 
Treasury Department's inter- 
national staff said in a telephone in- 
terview on Friday. 

It would exempt from U.S. in- 
come taxes the first $25,000 of In- 
come earned by Americans living 
in the hardship area. Of the next 
$60,000, 60 per cent would be ex- 
empt, with a maximum exemption 
of SOI .000 for Americana earning 
$80,009 a year or more. 

The measure is a controversial 
one. Some U.S. firms operating out- 
aide the U.S. compensate their 
employees for their American tax 
payments. It is argued that many

other countries do not try to tax 
their citizens at all on income earn- 
ed away from home, so that 
American companies are tempted 
to hire nationals of those countries 
rather than Americans. 

On the other hand, some 
Americana- think that their fellow- 
citizen*, .-abroad- are specially 
privileged and get out of paying . 
taxes. 

The administration proposal i 
would cost the U.S. Treasury 
5200 m. in revenue next year, rising 
to 5400m. in 1985. 


Korea trial adjourns 

SEOUL (UFI) . — The military trial 
of South Korea's leading dissident 
Kim Dae Jung on sedition charges 
adjourned yesterday and court 
sources said that the verdict could 
come within a week. 

Kim, who before his arrest in 
May was regarded as a presidential 
favourite, could receive the death 
penalty if found guilty. 

Standing before the court with 
Kim are 23 associates or friends 
also charged with sedition and 
other offences. They could get life 
sentences.

Vice Premier Yao Yilin said 
China will achieve or overfulfil! its 
agricultural and Industrial goals 
for 1980. The value of agricultural, 
light and heavy industrial output 
last year rose by 8.6, 9.6 and 7.8 per 
cent respectively' over 1978, he an- 
nounced. 

The thrust of his address, 
however, was about flexible 
economic policies adopted last year 
to increase production and fire the 
Incentive of peasants and workers. 

Yao, in charge of the state plan- 
ning commission, said competition, 
creativity and individual Initiative 
in agriculture and industry are 
valued and rewarded as never 
before. 

Profit and responsibility for 
losses — no falling back on the state 
— has become the bottom line in 


some 6,000 key enterprises. 

For the first time In more than 
two decades, the congress — 
highest organ of state power — was 
open to foreign journalists. They 
were not permitted, however, to 
talk with deputies. 

- Finance Minister Wang Bingqlan 
told the delegates China had overs- 
pent its military budget last year by 
more than 51.3 billion to oppose 
Soviet expansionism and ensure the 
country's peaceful future develop- 
ment. 

National defence expenditures in 
1979 totaled 22.27 billion yuan 
(514.8b.) or 2.04 billion yuan 
(5l.36b.) in excess of the budget, 
Wang said. 

“It was absolutely necessary for 
China to have spent a little more so 
as td oppose hegemonlsm (Soviet 
expansionism) and ensure a 
peaceful environment for China's 
socialist modernization,*' he said. 

He did not give a breakdown on 
military expenditures, though 
China has been urgently trying to 
upgrade both the training and the 
equipment of the world's largest 
armed forces, particularly to meet 
what it considers the Soviet threat 
on its borders. 

China earlier this year 
successfully test-fired Its first Inter- 
continental ballistic missiles and 
has urgently been seeking other 
sophisticated military equipment 
from the U.S. and other western 
nations. 

Western military experts have 
said the Chinese in recent months 
have cutback on their shopping list, 
realizing they just do not have the 
hard currency to buy all of the ad- 
vanced hardware Peking would 
like.

Sea law talks halted until March 
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GENEVA (AP). — Delegates to the ’ 
UN Conference on the Law of the 
Sea adjourned their 12th round of 
negotiations on Friday. 

The conference, which has met 
periodically since late 1973, decided 
to reconvene in March and April, 
when many delegates said work 
finally will be completed- on the 
long-sought "constitution for the 
seas." 

The conference on .Friday 
published a further revision of its 
negotiating text — the basis of a 
future treaty — and changed its ti- 
tle to an informal draft convention. 

It is 180 pages long, and includes 320 
articles . and eight annexes which 


set forth proposed regulations and 
principles governing use of tbe seas 
and their vast resources. 

Issues awaiting resolution at the 
next round of talks, tentatively set 
for New York for six or seven I 
weeks, beginning March 9, include: 
establishing and empowering a 
commission to prepare for inter- 
nationally regulated ocean-floor 
mining; 

• determining how to resolve 
maritime boundaries disputed by 
neighbouring countries; 

• deciding whether such groups as 
the European Economic Communi- 
ty and the Palestine Liberation 
I Organization should be allowed to 
participate In a sea Jaw treaty. 
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Gunmen kill Basque night club owner 


BILBAO, Spain. — Gunme n’ belie v- 
ed to be right-wing extremists shot 
and killed the owner of a Basque 
night club in the northern Spanish 
town of Ondarroa early yesterday 
and wounded three women, police 
said. 

The gunmen burst Into the club, 
and without saying a word sprayed 
it with bullets. 

The volley killed Angel Echanlz 
Olavarrla, 44, a militant member of 
the People’s Union, the Basque 
separatist political party, and 
wounded the club’s hate heck atten- 
dant and two female patrons, one of 


whm was in grave condition, police 
said. 

A police source speculated that 
the shooting might have been a 
reprisal far the slaying two days • 
ago of a local businessman, killed 
by Basque separatist guerrillas. 

Yesterday's attack brought to 78 
the number of persons killed in 
political violence in Spain this year. 
It came five hours after police In 
Madrid shot dead one of Spain's 
most wanted men, Abelardo 
Collazo, a leader' of the urban 
terrorist group GRApo, on a quiet, 
poorly lit street.

Soviet carrier 
reported bound 
for Indian Ocean 

WASHINGTON (AP). — A Soviet 
aircraft carrier is heading south 
.from 9ts Pacific base 1 for the -first 
titxie'-lh' mof-e than Syear^atfd'tfiay 
-be bound for the IrftJfan Ocean, UV8. 
Intelligence sources said on Friday. 

The 40,000-ton carrier Minsk, 
described as one of the most heavi- 
ly armed warships In the world, has- 
passed through the Sea of Japan 
with a Krivak -class destroyer, the 
sources said. 

The Minsk is Russia's only air- 
craft carrier in the Far East. It has 
been operating out of Vladivostok, 
Russia's main Pacific coast naval 
base, since July 1979. 

Its presence in those waters add- 
ed strength to a Soviet Far East 
fleet already of concern to Japan 
and China. 

Russia does not have a carrier 
among its 36 naval vessels patroll- 
ing the Indian Ocean- Arabian Sea 
area. 

The U.S. Navy has two carriers In 
that region, the 95,00feton nuclear- 
powered Eisenhower and the 64,000* 
ton Midway. 

The Minsk's class is unique 
among the world’s carriers because 
its YAK-36 planes can take off and 
land vertically, requiring no 
catapults to launch them, as do U.S. 
carrier-based jets. 

In Tokyo, meanwhile, the defence 
agency reported- spotting an 8,200- 
ton Kars-class Soviet missile 
cruiser heading south in the Sea of 
Japan. 

Officials said the cruiser waq 
sighted about X70 kilometres 
northeast of Tsushima Island off 
southwestern Japan. 


2 'die in blast 
at Texas gas rig . 

PORT O'CONNOR, Texas (AP). — 
An off-shore gas rig exploded and, i 
caught fire about 65 fern, out In the 
Gulf of Mexico yesterday, killing at' 
least two persons and Injuring six 
others, the Coast Guard said. 

Three people were missing, said 
Lieutenant Steve Sparks, a 
spokesman for the Coast Guard in 
Corpus Christ!. Nineteen were 
evacuated safely late Friday after 
the rig, known as the Ocean King, 
"experienced serious pressure 
buildups," he said. . 

Sparks said six persons injured In 
the blast were taken to two 
hospitals. Four were reported in 
serious but stable condition. 

Coast Guard and' private ships, 
helicopters and planes searched for 
the missing, Sparks said. He said 
the rig- was afire at raid-morning. 


PORT VILA, Vanuatu. — A group

space. The Minister of Information, 
Ahmed lakandar Ahmed, had 
earlier declared that Syria con- 
sidered Lebanese air space to be 
part of its own. 

The entry of Syrian Jetfighters 
into last week's clash over southern 
Lebanon was seen by observers to 
have raised tension In that volatile 
area to its highest level since 
Israel's anti-terrorist incursion Into 
southern Lebanon in 1978, the Ltta.nl 
operation. 

Last Sunday's incident occurred 
when the Syrians dispatched a 
squadron or Soviet-made Mlg-21 
warplanes to Intercept Israeli jet- 
fighters on a routine mission over 
southern Lebanon. This attempted 
intervention raised fears of a 
broader conflict. One of the MJgs 
was shot down near the southern 
port city of Sldon. 

The Syrians, who lost nine of the 
aging MIgs in similar dogfights In 
June and September 1979, are 
reported to have been pressing the 
Soviets for some time now for more 
sophisticated planes and other 
weapons to match those Israel 
received from the U.S.. mainly the 
F-iBs. 

Foreign news agencies quoted 


diplomats in Damascus as saying 
that the loss of yet another Mlglaat 
Sunday was expected to strengthen 
President Hafez Assad's hand in 
presenting his new shopping list on 
hjs forthcoming visit to Moscow. 

Assad had other good reasons for 
dramatizing Us country's confron- 
tation with IsraeL He would like to 
divert attention from the ongoing 
domestic terrorism that Damascus 
has been blaming on the outlawed 
fundamentalist Moslem 
Brotherhood movement. Judging 
by their week-long verbal cam- 
paign. officials in Syria seen to be 
trying to focus attention on what the 
Assad regime has always called the 
country's number one enemy — 
Israel. 

Furthermore, by attacking 
Israeli planes, Assad can 
demonstrate to the Arab world the 
injustice of Iraq's continued 
challenges to the Damascus regime 
to show that It is really engaged In 
border confrontations with Israel. 

But despite all these motives. 
Syria Is seen unlikely to go as far as 
Involving itself in broader and more 
violent confrontation with Israel 
just In order to prove a certain point 
that they believe they can make 
through encounters of limited 
scales.

I t has 
since become clear that Egypt 
agreed more' out of respect for 
Ceausescu than out of desire to see 
such a conference convene in the 
near future. 


U.S. revives 
Red Sea 
airbase 


EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS over the 
weekend confirmed that U.S. 
defence planners were considering 
a remote Egyptian airfield as a 
possible staging area for an 
American military intervention in 
the event of a crisis in the volatile 
oil-rich Arab region. 

The base- at Ras Sanaa , on the 
Red Sea across from Saudi Arabia, 
would coat hundreds of millions of 
dollars to upgrade for U.S. use and 
is one of several sites under con- 
sideration, according to Pentagon 
sources. 

Foreign Minister General Kamal 
Hassam All said Egypt has agreed 
to allow the United States rebuild 
the airbase to put down flare-ups in 
the Middle East- 

Quoted by the Middle East News 
Agency. All who was Egypt’s 
Defense Minister until May this 
year, said the American use at the 
base would be "temporary and 
within the facilities given to the 
U.S. for defending Arab countries 
against external aggression." 

He said the Americans would use 
the base jointly with units of the 
Egyptian air force. 

American plans to shape the 
sleepy airbase into a staging 
ground for Middle East flare-ups 
could be the pentagon’s most ex- 
pensive military construction pro- 
ject abroad since the Vietnam war. 

Once Improvements were com- 
pleted. the base could serve as a 
jumping off point for American 
forces In the event of a crisis in the 
Middle East. The United States has 
been actively working on a buildup 
in the area, gaining approval from 
Somalia. Oman and Kenya to use 
their facilities during a crisis. The 
island of Diego Garda in the Indian 
Ocean also is being turned Into a 
warehouse for American forces. 

The Washington Post had last 
week said the Ras Banns base 
would cost up to S400m. to be 
modernized and would be capable 
of handling U.S. warplanes and a 
division of troops. 

The American presence would be 
minimal during peaceful times, but 
the base would be ready to handle 
American military units on short 
notice. Egyptian president Anwar 
Sadat has said publicly he would 
allow American forces to use Egyp- 
tian bases, but not on a permanent 
basis.

Christian 
militiamen 
clash again 

BEIRUT. — Militiamen of the 
right-wing Christian camp were 
locked in rifle and machine gun 
fighting in a Christian-Inhabited 
quarter Friday. Preliminary 
reports said one militia com- 
mander was killed and another 
wounded. 

The wounded commander was 
Identified as Dany Chamoun, com- 
mander of the “Tigers," the 
military wing of the National 
Liberal Party . (NLP). 

The NLP Is led by Dany’s father, 
former president Camille Cha- 
moun, who had been trying to 
smooth over virulent confron- 
tations between his son and the 
powerful Christian militia group of 
the Phalange party. 

Phalange militiamen of Bachir 
Gem ay el cracked down on Dany 
Chamoun's followers and virtually 
crippled them as a military power 
In a swift, bloody battle on July 7. 

Afterwards Chamoun's followers 
began deserting to the Phalange 
side. 

Dnny Chamoun visited three 
southern Beirut quarters In a bid to 
rally dissident NLP militiamen and 
keep the Tigers united. 

But one of the dissidents, Joseph 
abu Zeld. who goes by the code 
name al-Batal (the hero), con- 
fronted Dany In a shootout which 
precipitated the Friday fighting at 
al-Hadath quarter. 

Al-Bata) was killed, an un- 
specified number of men were 
wounded on both sides, and Cha- 
moun was hospitalized for what 
was described as a minor gun in- 
jury. 

The July crackdown and subse- 
quent disintegration of the NLP 
Tigers propelled the Phalange Par- 
ty to the undisputed position of 
leader of the rightist camp in the 
Christian hinterland east of Beirut. 

Despite the bickering. NLP 
leader Camille Chamoun retained 
his position as nominal bead of the 
Christian alliance. 

Meanwhile, in mostly Moslem 
West Beirut, leftist militiamen 
were put on maximum alert In an- 
ticipation of on onslaught by the 
Phalange. 

Armed groups of the leftist 
Mourabetoun (ambushers) 

| organization barricaded 
! themselves in scattered positions 
along the harbour-side quarter of 
the divided capital. 

They piled sandbags and called In 
reinforcements. 

At sundown, three hours after the 
alert was announced, the leftists 
were reportedly being aided by 
Palestinians and Syrian soldiers. 

Leftist sources said the purported 
preparations by the Phalange to 
overrun West Beirut were the har- 
binger of further attacks on leftist 
and Palestinian strongholds by 
Christian militiamen in Soufhera 
Lebanon. lAP) 

Cairenes 
restless 
over rest 

CAIRO. — Money-saving moves to 
scrap Cairo's version of the siesta 
In favor of a straight nine-to-five 
day are meeting opposition from 
tradition-minded shopkeepers and 
working mothers. 

"Raha" In Cairo means “rest." It 
falls approximately between the j 
afternoon hours of two and six, 
when shops in the bustling down- 
town neighbourhoods close and 
workers head home for their mid- 
day meal and to welcome their 
children home from school. 

The English-language 
newspaper. The Egyptian Gazette, 
reported that a university study 
points to milli ons of dollars that 
could be saved were Cairene 
merchants to work straight through 
the day. 

The change, which the paper said 
was also suggested by Cairo's 
Governor Saad Maamun, would 
effectively mean two rush-hours 
per day Instead of the traditional 
four. 

At present. Inbound commuters 
fill Cairo streets at abut 9 a.m. They 
rush home at around 2 p.m., retur- 
ning again at 6 p.m., then pack the 
streets again at 10 p.m. for the 
day's last homeward trek. 

"Nearly three-quarters of Cairo 
shopkeepers interviewed favour a 
revision of opening times to one. 
eight-hour period,” the newspaper 
said. 

But a merchant opposed to the 
alteration said, “traditionally, 
most people shop between 8 p.m. 
and 9 p.m. How will they adjust to 
the radical change in their dally 
routine which the earlier closing 

time demands? “ 

Even the tourists, said another 
merchant, expect Cairo to bustle 
until late at night. 

Opposition also comes from 
working mothers who say the 
change will mean their children 
will arrive home from school, 
usually around 2 p.m.. to empty 
houses and apartments. 

Homebound school buses add to 
the traffic knots. 

Cairo Is on a six-day work week, 
with Moslems celebrating the sab- 
bath on Friday, Coptic Christians 
on Sunday. Government 
bureaucrats work from 8 &.ra. to 3 
p.m. Saturday through Thursday.

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Zealots tighten hold on Iran

SLOWLY BUT surely ''tc grip of 
Islamic orthodoxy is tightening on 
Iran and Its people. 

Islam Is a wav of life as much as a 
religion and In an Islamic republic 
there can be r.o separation between 
religion and politics. 

Just as every aspect of an in- 
dividual's life should be guided by 
the Koran, so every function of 
government must conform. But 
conform it v to rigid rules Is not be- 
ing achieved ia the classic 
authoritarian way. from above 
through the apparatus of the State. 
It is coming through chaos and 
anarchy. 

As a religious code, it depends on 
individuals (or Its enforcement. 
Thus a judge was summarily given 
23 lashes when revolutionary 
guards caught him smoking during 
the fasting month of Ramadan. A 
group of "pleasure seekers" were 
flogged for drinking alcohol by the 
same revolutionary guards who 
arrested them. 

The new Iran's sexual mores are 
being enforced. Revolutionary 
guards arrest men ar.d women 
caught bathing together In the Cas- 
pian Sea. and frequently they are 
flogged. Beaches are firmly 
segregated. 

Fewer women than ever now 
appear on the streets "uncovered" 
and the head scarf is compulsory In 
government offices. 

Alcohol Is, of course, prohibited. 
Most cinemas have closed down. 
Universities will remain closed 
after the summer and no one knows 
when they will reopen. Lilt-wing 
lecturers are being purged, but 
beyond that the process of 
"Lslamisation” Is unclear; no one 


seems to know what is necessary to 
convert higher education to true 
I: inrr.lc principles. 

The Islamic Republican Party, 
led by Ayatollah Beheshtl and 
dominated by the ambitious 
political clergy, has marshalled all 
the necessary forces and has cap- 
tured control of most of the in- 
stitutions of the new Iran. 

It already had pervasive in- 
fluence :r. the revolutionary In- 
stitutions. Including the courts and 
the judiciary. Now it has the 
legislature; the Prime Minister and 
:hc ability to decide who Is in his 
cabinet — the executive. 

It is a matter of how far the IRP 
and its allies will go. They can press 
on. and sew everything up tight, in 
which case President Banl-Sadr 
could be politically destroyed or 
they can keep the moderates on 
board, albeit as window-dressing. 

The IRP has picked off Its op- 
ponents. On the Left the mujahi- 
deen and the fedayeen — ■ guerrillas 
who fought the Shah — have been 
branded as stooges of Moscow and 
Washington, vilified, and attacked 
by atroet mobs. 

The liberal National Front party 
has now suffered a similar fate. 

If the IRP Is seeking a one-party 
state. It la in a strong position to 
achieve it. The prevailing mood of 
insinuation, baseless charges, and 
witch hunts against those damned 
ns anti-Islam ic or anti- 
revolutionary. has the air of 
demagoguery. 

Iran has also become xenophobic. 
Even though Ayatollah Khomeini 
and many other revolutionary 
leaders were in exile in the West, 
such a past Is now suspect. When 
Mir Salim was rejected as Prime 


Minister by parliament, an official 
of the hard-line Islamic Republican 
party noted that “anyone who spent 
10 years In France Is suspect." 

Even patently ludicrous ac- 
cusations of spying are probably 
not cynically produced. The guards 
who pick up’ a British missionary or 
a Catholic priest really do tbink 
they ore spying for England, the 
CIA or Israel. Once In the hands of a 
local revolutionary committee It is 
anyone's guess when those detained 
mav emerge. 

In a key speech recently. 
Khomeini condemned the first post- 
revolution government of Mehdi 
Baza rg an. as insufficiently Islamic 
and revolutionary. 

The new one, he said, must be 100 . 
per cent Islamic, revolutionary and 
firm. Parliament was given the 
task of deciding who fitted this hfU 
and who did not. As far as the ma- 
jority of parliament is concerned, 
Boni'-Sadr certainly did not. Parlia- 
ment cannot remove him, yet. but it 
can make sure his people do not get 
ministries. 

This speech could have been' 
written by the IRP. The zealots took 
off their gloves. Parliament, 
dominated by the IBP. forced on 
Banl-Sadr a prime minister of Its 
choosing. The president faced a 
hostile majority in parliament. He 
still has his 21 million votes, true, 
but he has precious little else. 

The basic narrowness of this 
brand of Islamic orthodoxy Is ; 
regimenting society without a tight ' 
authoritarian structure. But that ' 
structure may he on the way. (LOS)

“I do foresee changes for the 
future — better housing and educa- 
tion for blacks, for instance — but 
these will always be kept within the 
framework of apartheid," she said. 

Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
raised her hopes a year ago when 
he promised to change the face of 
apartheid and warned white South 
Africans they would have to “adapt 
or die," she said. 

“Botha spoke of doing away with 
unnecessary apartheid, whatever 
that means," she said. “But ' we 
have seen almost nothing done to 
repeal discrimination, except for 
the lifting of the ban on black 
building workers in white areas and 
the virtual ending of job reserva- 
tion based on race. I was very dis- 
appointed," 

Suzman, the 62-year-old wife of a 
Johannesburg physician, battled 
alone In parliament against 
apartheid for 14 years. As the sole 
member of the Progressive Party, 
she voted against the new laws be- 
ing brought In to establish the 
supreme authority of the Afrikaner 
state, among them the Terrarium

Act, with Its sweeping police 
powers, detention without trial and 
gradual erosion of black people's 
rights.

His 
main priority is to keep the 
Afrikaner in power. In fact, there 
are no enlightened government 
members, only verkramptea 
(Afrikaner hard-liners) and super* 
rerkmrnptea," Suzman said. “I 
have listened to the Nats for 28 
years. I should know something of 


"DON’T FORGET the Nats have 
large numbers of white working- 
class voters who are worried about 
jobs and their living standards. 

When there was talk of lifting 
apartheid, the vibes that came 
from them were bad. 

"Instead of running the risk of 
losing, say, 20 seats, which they 
could well afford, the Nate took 
fright." 

Any changes being made, said 
Suzman, were “done furtively, by 
granting special permits for this 
and that, but never by dismantling 
the system outright.” Suzman 
predicted that the recent wave of 
unrest that has seen school 
boycotts, strikes and riots among 


the-black population would continue 
to grow. 

“I haven't an unclouded crystal 
ball, but I do foresee more labour 
unrest, more urban terrorism. The 
young blacks in particular are get- 
ting fed up. And it's turning them 
towards Marxism because they are 
getting nothing out of this 
capitalistic system.” 

But Suzman said she foresaw no 
chance that a full-scale revolution 
would work in South Africa. 


"IT HASN’T a hope of success 
against the highly trained army 
and police force." she said. “The 
rioters In Soweto In 1878 saw how 
little stones could do against ar- 
moured cars and sophisticated 
weapons. 

"Urban terrorism will very likely 
Increase, but the Irish Republican 
Army have been going for a long 
time, and even with their bombs in 
London and Birmingham, what 
have they achieved? 


"Exiles accuse me of being right- 
wing because I am working to bring 
about evolutionary change by con- 
census and do not support outright 
revolution," she said. 

"The exiles say revolution la 
around the corner. I think thlngi 
will go on the way they are in Oris 
country a lot longer than most peo- 
ple think, though perhaps shorter 
than I do." 

Suzmdn said she believed- 
pressures on the government were 
growing, and from unexpected 
quarters. 

“The. legal profession is stirring 
APd forming things like committees 
of human rights. Afrikaner 
academics are questioning 
Nationalist policies. And you have 
had Afrikaner students suddenly 
break away from the mainstream 
and advocate an end to segregation. 

"Then businessmen see how 
apartheid has triggered a 
desperately serious shortage of 
skilled workers. Finally there Is 
■ pressure from abroad, and no one 
likes to be a pariah nation. 

In the end, Suzman came back to 
her original premise: "the 
pressures are important, of course, 
and there will be changes," she 
said. "But always within that 
apartheid framework.”

Nuclear cover-up

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DRIVEN BY an overwhelming con- 
viction that It must stay ahead of 
Russia in the nuclear arms race the 
U.S, government knowingly expos- 
ed thousands of its citizens to poten- 
tially dangerous doses of radiation, 
a congressional sub-committee has 
concluded. 

The exposure, it is charged, took 
place between January 1951 and 
August 1965, when there were 223 
atmospheric tests over the 
Nevada Desert,, many of them 
scattering radio-active fall-out over 
a wide area of eastern Nevada, 
southern Utah and north-western 
Arizona. 

The U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives Oversight and Investigation 
Sub-committee has been studying 
the human health implication of 
these tests for the past 16 months, 
and its report is a damning indict- 
ment of the former Atomic Energy 
Co mm ission which, it alleges, was 
more concerned with weapons 
development than with protecting 
the public. 

' As a result, the report states, the 
U.S. government "totally failed' to 
provide adequate protection for 
residents of the area.” Instead of 
being evacuated 'or properly warn- 
ed to take cover, residents were 
repeatedly assured that they were 
In no danger, and — the committee 
has concluded — as evidence to the 
contrary emerged, this evidence 
"was not only disregarded but ac- 
tually suppressed." 

The report adds: “The greatest 
Irony of our atmospheric nuclear 
testing programme is that the only 
victims of U.S. nuclear arms since 
World War n have been our own 
people."

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I Balanced reporting 

A SOCIOLOGIST with the Jewish Agency's settlement depart- 
ment on Friday presented a significantly different view from 
that given a fortnight ago by television's Friday night news 
magazine regarding the failure of a South African immigrant 
family to make it in Israel and their decision to return to South 
Africa. 

In a reader's letter to The Jerusalem Post, Eldad Yahalom 
paints a picture which emphasizes the innate difficulties con 
fronting an extremely well-to-do South African couple who 
decided in mid-life to become tomato growers In a new Negev 
moshav. He is the official who interviewed the Meltz family at 
their wealthy Johannesburg home prior to their aliya and also 
followed closely their absorption process here from his Negev 
district office. This thus puts him In a position to refute some of 
the sweeping accusations levelled by the departing and em- 
bittered family against the Israeli establishment and against 
[srael society as a whole. 

The picture painted by the TV news magazine focused instead 
>n these very accusations and sought to project the Meltz 
family's subjective problems onto a much broader context, 
thus many uneasy questions were raised regarding Sde Nitzan, 
he settlement they decided to abandon, and the efforts expend 
sd on such new settlements in general. 

This is the sort of reporting that has exposed television to 
iharges, especially from Likud government sources, of 
leliberate unbalanced presentation of events and of being in the 
dutches of a nefarious "leftist mafia.” 

This is, of course, arrant nonsense. But, as fellow members of 
he journalistic profession, we should point to a number of other 
xplanations that account for such slips into unbalanced repor- 
Lng. Although the printed media are just as guilty of such slips, 
be much more visible television has a far greater Impact on the 
lational mood. 

The first problem is one of slips in professionalism rather than 
t ideological bias. Anyone remembering the quality of televi- 
ion news at the beginning of the last decade can only speak of 
ad ay' s product in terms of envious — r but qualified — 
uperlatives. Still, the monopoly status of television and its 
pecial visual impact require a much higher level of 
rofessionallsm than that acceptable In the printed media or in 
adio. 

The Broadcasting Authority's high-pitched political wrangl 
ig over the past years and the periodic attempts at witch 
unting, aiming especially at the television news staff, has tend 
d to divert attention from the need for such a higher level of 
rofessionallsm. The fact that television news is capable of such 
higher standard was evidenced last week by its reporting of 
le complex and emotional issue of the Soviet immigrants’ 
rikea at the Haifa Absorption centres. 

While the charges of a leftist conspiracy are plain nonsense, 
orthy of those members of the Authority who have been riding 
lat horse, it would be Impossible to deny that television news 
3th reflects and magnifies a pendulum swing in the national 
lood. Since the Tom Kippur war a preference for a kind of 
itional masochism has been substituted for the rosy, 
ilf-satlsfied attitude that held sway before the 1973 war. 

There are frequent demands that television report the good 
tings and not only the bad. Many of theae demands are em- 
irr as singly simplistic, but they clearly reflect a national un- 
ise with the implications of the nation’s own pessimistic bias 
id with the television mirror that reflects it. 

Just as professionalism requires that reporters and editors be 
instantly on guard against official tendencies to paint a glow- 
g picture of sorry reality, so does it demand the exercise of 
gilance against the tendency to succumb to the innate Jewish 
inchant for masochism and self-flagellation where it ie clearly 
isplaced. 

And finally, there is the difficult problem of striking a balance 
day in and day out — between the professional demand of striv- 
ing for a maximum of objectivity in reporting and the need to 
report a committed and beleaguered society to itself from the 
vantage point of its own Ideological consensus. 

Israel television should not report confrontations on the West 
Bank in the tenor of the London Sunday Times nor should it pre- 
sent communal, religious or Immigrant absorption problems, 
the way an American network would. 

This is easier said than done; but the need to strike that 
balance dally is a challenge that must confront all journalists 
who are reporting Israel to Israelis as Israelis. 

It is to be regretted that the politicization of the Broadcasting 
Authority in the past few years has diverted attention from 
these real problems. In all likelihood, with the heating up of a 
year-long election campaign the situation will get worse before 
it gets better. 

But one may express the hope that a hew government will 
realize after it assumes office, that what the Broadcasting 
Authority needs is a greater emphasis on professionalism and 
de-politicization rather than merely a new swing in the pen- 
dulum of party control.

A blind visitor said he 
wanted to "see the artifacts for 
himself." Bros hi opened one of the 
vaults and let him touch some of the 
sturdier finds from the Dead Sea 
caves. In a recent Interview. Bros hi 
said that the blind man was ."very 
moved.”

TERRORISM today is a violence 
which menaces the survival of 
governments and the stability of 
society. All of us — even nations 
like -.he Soviet Union, which 
promote terrorism — are potential 
victims. 

What Is astounding, then. Is the 
attitude of the press of the U.S. and 
Western Europe and of the Arabists 
in our governments towards the 
most important member of the in- 
ternational terrorist network, the 
Palestinian Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

The PLO Is presented as an 
organization of “freedom fighters," 
•“guerrillas" fighting to restore the 
Palestinian people to their 
homeland. Their leader, Yasser 
Arafat, is described as a 
"moderate" who attempts to con- 
trol his more extreme colleagues so 
the PLO can achieve its aims by 
diplomatic means. Even the 
penetration of the capitals of our 
world — Washington, Paris, Rome, 
London — by Palestinian assassins 
and PLO-tralned murderers has 
failed to deter the apologists for 
Arafat. . 

The latest instance is the Inter- 
view of Arafat by Joseph Fitchett. 
of the International Herald 
Tribune, published on August 2 In 
The Washington Post with a Beirut 
dateline. The article begins. 
"Palestine Liberation Organization 
Leader Yasser Arafat has denied 
that his guerrilla group recently 
called for the destruction of Israel 
or abandoned its interest in 
negotiating for a Palestinian state 
to coexist with Israel." 

A few paragraphs later, Fitchett 
notes, "Arafat accused Israel of 
trying to misrepresent the PLO 
with misleading documents widely 
publicized in Western newspapers 
and circulated at the United 
Nations. These purport to prove 
that the PLO has reverted to its old 
hard-line goal of never com- 
promising with Israel." 

FITCHETT presents Arafat's ex- 
planation of how the text of the 
manifesto or political programme 
issued by A1 Fatah after its recent 
11-day conference In Damascus 
was leaked by a "radical Palesti- 
nian journalist to a Beirut 
newspaper. Al Lima, which publish- 
ed it as a scoop, giving Fatah's 
political platform." This hr the text 
Arafat doesn't like. It proclaims the 
dedication to violence of the largest 
and most influential component of 
the PLO. 


A careful reading of PLO statements explodes the myth of 
moderation that has been built up around the organization 
and its leader, writes MARTIN Hi MILLER. 


The latest "It really isn’t so" ap- 
proach on behalf of the PLO began 
to surface shortly after the 
Damascus conference. On its front 
page on June 7, The Washington 
Star published a New York Times 
News Service article datelined 
Beirut, built around an explanation . 
, by Mahmoud Labadl, "the chief 
PLO spokesman here," that the Al 
Fatah Damascus conference didn’t 
mean it when it vowed death to the 
Jews- “The reports were the 
product of a misunderstanding." 

Arafat's "moderation" was the 
theme of an article by Washington 
Post correspondent Edward Cody 
dated July 5 from Beirut. In Cody's 
words, “Arafat and Farouk Kad- 
durni. or Abu Lutt head of the FLO 
political department and its unof- 
ficial foreign minister, are con- 
sidered within the guerrilla 
leadership here as the chief 
proponents of moderation and use 
of diplomacy to advance the 
Palestinian case against Israel. 

“But they and their moderate 
allies have been outnumbered in re- 
cent Palestinian meetings,. In- 
formed PLO officials say, par- 
ticularly at the Fatah congress in 
Damascus that issued the June 1 
communique." 

According to Cody, hard-line PLO 
members were pushing Arafat to 
violence because of the "lack of 
tangible progress from 
diplomacy." The Washington Post 
headline on the Cody article Is, 
“Tough Rhetoric Masks PLO 
Strategy." The use of the word 
"rhetoric" helps to underscore the 
"moderate" nature of the PLO. Do 
you expect violence from people 
who engage in "rhetoric”? 

FITCH ETT'S August 2 article was 
unusual in presenting an alleged in- 
terest by Arafat in “ negotiating for 
a Palestinian state to coexist with 
Israel." Some months ago; despair- ■ 
ing of finding any evidence of 
Arafat's so-called policy of modera- 
tion: I telephoned one of the State 
Department's key office directors 
for the Middle East. He referred me 
to Arafat’s conversations with 
Representative Paul Findley of 
Illinois. 

When I wanted something more 
"official," more tangible, the best 
he could do was tell me to check the 


reports of the Foreign Broadcast In- 
formation Service, the U.S. agency 
which monitors' foreign broadcasts 
and news reports. When I asked 
him how he explained Arafat’s 
threat to "cut oft the hands of the 
United States, to cut off the hands of 
Jimmy Carter,” he retorted, 
“That's Arafat's high-flown, 
rhetoric. Arafat does that sort of 
thing. It Is unfortunate. It always 
- comes out sounding awful.” 

I SHOULD HAVE asked the State 
Department Middle East expert 
how "moderate" were the PLO 
murderers of the American am- 
bassadors to the Republic of Sudan 
and Lebanon. We could also ask 
International Herald Tribune cor- 
respondent Fitchett how 
“moderate" were the recent PLO 
muderers of a French policeman 
and a neighbour of Shahpour of 
Bakhtiar. former Iranian prime 
minister, in Paris, or the killing on 
July 27 of a Jewish youth and the 
wounding of 20 of bis companions 
who were on their way to a summer 
camp in Antwerp. 

We -might ask Mr. Fitchett why 
he accepted so readily Arafat’s ex- 
planation of "erroneous press 
reports to distort Palestinian inten- 
tions." 

Arafat and his apologists seem to 
have been unaware that the U.S. 
Government monitored and 
published the text of the PLO 
broadcast of the resolutions of the 
Al Fatah conference. The broad- 
cast was June l over the Voice of 
Palestine, the FLO's radio station 
in Beirut. The Foreign Broadcast 
Information Service gave its 
translation of the broadcast In its 
daily report for the Middle East and 
Africa dated June 5. 

It would be hard to find a more of- 
ficial voice for the PLO than its own 
radio station, broadcasting in 
Arabic to the Arab world. 

The Voice of Palestine 
transmitted verbatim ■ some 49 
paragraphs, giving the political 
programme or policy declaration of 
the Fourth Conference of Fatah in 
Damascus. 

Evident -throughout is the deter- 
mination to destroy Israel. What Is 
given equal or higher priority is the 
PLO's hostility toward the U.S. 

For example, "The United States 


stands at the top of the enemies of - 
our people and nation. It is pursuing 
a policy hostile to our people, our 
revolution, our Arab nation and to 
all Arab and liberation forces. The 
United States supports the Zionist 
entity and its-agents In the ana and 
establishing military alliances aim- 
ed at surrendering the area to Its 
military Influence so that it may 
continue to plunder our nation's 
resources. For this reason, the 
world front hostile to UJ3. policy 
must be strengthened and fight to 
foil this policy and to strike at U.S. 
interests In the area.” 

THE DAMASCUS conference also 
hailed Iran’s humiliation of the U.S. 
and declared it would "strengthen 
our relations of struggle with the 
Islamic Revolution in Iran which 
brought down the strongest U.S. 
bastions in the area.-” 

The media generally Ignore the 
anti-UJS. dedication of the FLO. 
Instead, at the time of the imprison- 
ment of the American hostages in 
the U.S. embassy in Teheran, there 
were stories of how Yasser Arafat 
would persuade his friends 
Khomeini to release the 
Americans. Later, it turned out, the 
FLO helped to plan Iran's anti- 
American strategy and to guard the 
hostages. 

Nor Is there much mention of the 
PLO's collaboration with the Soviet 
Union to oust the U.S. from the Mid- 
dle East. This PLO policy was also 
reiterated at Damascus: "Our will 
is to strengthen the strategic 
alliance with the socialist coun- 
tries, especially the Soviet Union, 
as this alliance Is necessary in 
order to confront effectively and 
seriously the U.S. and Zionist plots 
against the Palestine question end 
the world liberation issues." 

AL FATAH and Yasser Arafat's 
plans for Israel were no secret for 
those who listened to the PLO’s 
Voice of Palestine. ‘As stated in 
the Damascus resolutions, 
“...Fatah aims to liberate the whole 
of Palestine ... the political 
programme stressed that the 
security of armed struggle and its 
continuing escalation must not be 
affected ... In view of the fact that 
the armed popular revolution is the 
only inevitable path to liberate 


Palestine ... to escalate V 
struggle inside the occupied 
and across all c onfr on tation' 
against the Zionist enemy •; 
stand firmly against any attain 
legalize the Camp David acco 

Particularly ridiculous la 
attempt to imply that Arafat t 
take the rood of violence bee 
his diplomatic moves have gun 
rewarded. Not only do the U.N

Sir, — Having just returned from 
a three-year stint as an aliya 
shaliah (emissary) In my native 
Philadelphia, I must comment on 
Wolf Blltzer’a interview with retur- 
ning shaliah Shmuel Shai (Aug. 16) 
and Dr. Victor Low’s comments on 
that interview (Aug. 19). 

Most Israelis are neither for or 
against aliya; they are simply in- 
different. The root cause of this in- 
difference Is the failure of our 
educational system and. our 
leadership to emphasize aliya as a 
crucial battle front in our struggle 
for survival. If our military es- 
tablishment had been treated with 
the same lack of regard as the Aliya 
establishment we would long since 
have been overrun by our 
neighbours. 

ShaPs comment that Israel 
should be posed as a challenge to 
American Jewry holds equally for 
the native Israeli. Somewhere 
along the way we have forgotten 
that we are the generation privileg- 
ed to be faced with the challenge of 
rebuilding Jewish sovereignty bas- 
ed on authentic, unself -conscious, 
Jewish values- after a lapse of 
almost 2,000 years. If our own 
values are replaced by designer 
jeans, rock- n-roll and American 
slang, these are certainly easiei»to 
obtain In Los Angeles or Queens 
without the burden of reserve duty. 

Shal’s suggestion that American 
aliya be the responsibility of the 
local communities has much merit. 
Shlihim have raised this theme with 
the Jewish Agency officials, and the 
first harbingers of a positive 
change in attitude have appeared at 
the decision-making level. 

Dr. Low's comments on the 
questionable effectiveness of the 
present system of benefits for dim 
are very much in order and a 
drastic change Is required. But I 
must take issue with his charge that 
Israelis are unfriendly even com- 
pared to American gentiles. 
Israelis are very much like 
everyone else. 

I personally have very helpful 
neighbours, friends and co-workers 
and I also am acquainted with a few 
real rotters. Human Interplay Is at 
least a two-way phenomenon. Dur- 
ing our three-year stay In the 
Jewish community of Cherry Hill, 
New Jersey, we were met with a 
cold wall of Indifference, and 
despite our efforts we found that the 
overwhelming majority of the local 
families considered a nod of the 
head after Shabbat services as the 
quintessence of good 
neighbourliness. It was a breath of 
fresh air to return to Rehovot. 

As to the quality of life In the two 
countries: the quality of life and of

services, particularly In the public 
domain has declined considerably 
in the U.S. since our aliya in 1969. 
Here, both of these important 
features of society have improved 
considerably since our Aliya and 
even noticeably during our recent 
absence. 

The present orderly lines in most 
of our banks are perhaps indicative 
of the approach of the Messianic 
Era. There has been a marked Im- 
provement in the telephone system, 
and large-scale highway construc- 
tion has reduced the burden and 
tension of driving In Israel. What 
counts is not where you are but the 
direction in which you are going. 

If many of the people here talk 
louder, are less Inhibited, and do 
not practise Anglo-Saxon concepts 
of hygiene that does not make them 
"bad." Things that run against the 
Anglo-Saxon grain should act as a 
clarion call for efforts toward im- 
provement After all, we are trying 
to build a society. . 

I intensely ' dislike getting an 
elbow in my ribs while standlnq In a 
line. But every elbow is a new 
challenge to set an example, to 
educate, and to make improve- 
ment. 

If, after 2,000 yean of suffering 
and holocaust, I gave up the oppor- 
tunity to participate in the 
rebuilding of the homeland of all 
the Jews — a homeland which must 
be militarily safe, economically 
viable and socially stable — 
because of an elbow In my side 
while waiting for a bus, I would 
have the devil of s time explaining 
it to my grandchildren.

If we keep on promoting the Idea 
that all Israelis are prejudiced 
against American ollm and that we 
only want their money and political 
Influence then we are giving 
American Jewry first-class reasons 
not to make aliya. 

We’d be better off giving them 
first-class tickets to Israel, which is 
what they deserve if they come and 
join us. What's more, if they stick 
with us most Israelis will regard 
them as first-class people.
